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NEW MOVE PLANNED 
TO SAVE GUNMEN 


Attempt to be Made to Get Stay 
for “‘Dago Frank" Through 
Alibi Affidavits. 


HOPE PUT IN MOSS NOTE 


Warning Against Witnesses’ Credi- 
bility Laid Before Gov. Glynn— 
Counsel Make Persona! Appeal. 


An eleventh-hour attempt to get @ 
reprieve from Gov. Glynn for at least 
One of the Rosenthal gunmen who is 
in the Death House at Sing Sing will 
be made to-day. While asking, tech- 
nically, for a stay of execution for 
only one of the Rosenthal slayers this 
latest move was interpreted last night 
as a plan to get a reprieve for all four. 
The appeal will be made for “ Dago 
Frank” Cirofici, the Italian, on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence. 

According to a man who visitec the 
gunmen in their cells yesterday, a vic- 
tory for “‘Dago Frank” will mean a 
Victory of the other gunmen. This 1s 
the way this man expressed It: 

“ Affidavits will be forwarded to the 
Governor which, it is hoped, will con- 
vince him that Cirofici was not at the 
scene of the murder. The Governor will 
then grant a reprieve for Cirofici. If 
this is accomplished it will be put up 
to District Attorney Whitman to re- 
quest a reprieve for the other three 
condemned men. It would be unfair play

To Appeal to Riley. 


Under the law the Warden of Sing 
Sing has the arbitrary right to stay 
execution until the end of the week set 
by the Court of Appeals. The court set 
the week beginning with Easter Mon- 
day. It has been the custom to execute 
at sunrise of the first day of the week 
set. It was said on authority last night 
that the mere application for a reprieve 
on the ground of newly discovered evi- 
dence would have the effect of postpon- 
ing the executions of the gunmen tem- 
porarily at least to the end of the set 
week. State Superintendent of Prisons 
Riley, it is expected, will be appealed 
to, and will consent to such a postpone- 
ment. Then, even in the event that the 
Governor flatly refuses to chance his 
stand, the gunmen may get a respite 
until Saturday of next week. 
case stand now, they are doomed to go 
to their death at 5:45 A. M. on Monday. 
Invitations to the witnesses have al- 
ready been sent out, and all prepara- 
tions have been made by Warden 
Clancy. 

At Sing Sing Prison it was obvious as 
early as 3 o’clock in the afternoon that 
something of great moment was under 
way on behalf of ‘‘ Dago Frank.” The 
presence of ‘‘ Dago Frank’s”’ brother, 
Morris Cirofici, his mother and his sis- 
ter, Miss Mary Cirofici, started the 
rumors. Miss Cirofici was the active 
member of this party of visitors. 
ran back and forth from the Warden's 
office to the death house. Twice she 
used the long-distance telephone in the 
Warden's office. After each conversa- 
tion she hastened back to her brother. 
Instead of being in tears she was in an 
apparently cheerful mood. 

On one occasion when Miss Cirofici 
dashed up the stairs she was followed 
by Assistant District Attorney Murphy 
and Detective Demartino of Mr. Whit- 
man’s staff. Both Mr. Murphy and De- 
tective Demartino, however, denied that 
their visit related to the gunmen case. 
Miss Cirofici refused to discuss 
plans.

From the very beginning of the gun- 
men’s case, “Dago Frank” has main- 
tained that he was not on the murder 
scene, and the three other gunmen bore 
him out at the trial. The 
based Its hope on Citrofici’s case. The 
affidavits which will be forwarded to 
the Governor to-day as the basis for 
the new application for a reprieve, aim 


to set up en alibi for the Italian. There 
will be at least three affidavits, each 
setting forth that “Dago Frank" was 
far from the murder scene at 2 A, M. 
on July 16, 1912. One is from Fred Reo, 
the messenger sent by ‘‘Dago Frank’s”’ 
sweetheart on the night of the murder 
to tell him she had been arrested. Reo 
says he saw Frank miles away at five 
minutes before the murder, 

In view of the Governor's stand taken 
in the gunmen’s case on Tuesday and 
reiterated on Wednesday, it is consid- 
ered doubtful whether the affidavits on 
behalf of Cirofici will have much weight 
at this late time. Officials at Sing Sing, 
at any event, went about their business 
as if nothing would delay the execution. 

From the death house came the word 
that the condemned youths, with the 
exception of ‘*‘ Dago Frank,’”’ were more 
depressed than at an _ time since 
their incarceration. They spent a 
quieter day than on the day before. 
They did more thinking and less talk- 
ing and writing. An hour of their time 
was devoted to hearing a sacred con- 
cert on the phonograph, and all of them 
knelt in prayer during the day. 

When the steel door of the death 
house closed behind the gunmen at 6 
P. M. no confession had been made. To 
the newspaper men each of the gunmen, 
in fact, sent word that he wanted the 
world to know that all were innocent.

LODGE UPHOLDS PRESIDENT 


Insisting on Right of Discriminatio 1, 
He Says Nation Must Restore Its 
Standing Before the World.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—There was 
increasing talk in the Senate to-day 
that before the Sims bill, repealing the 
tolls exemption clause of the Panama 
Canal act, passed the Senate, it would 
be amended by the inclusion of a pro- 
viso reserving to the United States all 
the rights assumed by the clause to be 
stricken out. Such an amendment 
would mean that the President's re- 
quest for the repeal would be granted, 
| but with the explanation that it in- 
| volved only a settiement of the economic 
aspects of the question without sur- 


lar measures were Suggested in the 
House, but the Henry gag rule per- 
mitted no consideration of amendments 
and there was no test of strength. This 
Strength in the Senate, it was 
had been greatly increased by the re- 
verse the Administration encountered in 
the New Jersey election. 

It is known that some Republicans who 
favor repeal also favor the reservation 
of right, if only for subsequent arbitra- 
tion. Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts, who had been regarded 
as a bulwark of the Administration in 
the pending struggle, declared unequivo- 
cally to-day that he believed in the 
American right to discriminate, while 
arbitration would be an honorable set- 
tlement. At the same time it is difficult 
to see how the amendment can be 
adopted unless the President, who has 
so far set his face against all modifi- 
cations, consents to a revision. It was 
said to-day that certain Democratic Sen- 
ators might urge him to do so, but un- 
less they succeeded it would appear that 
the President's ability to pass the bill 
would also measure his ability to resist 
amendment, 

President Wilson said to-day that he 
was more confident than ever before of 
the passage of the repeal bill, and that 
each day his confidence was increasing. 
Mr. Wilson said the animus behind some 
of the attacks on the bill was very ob- 


|render of any of the American rights 
in the canal. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, had 
proposed such an amendment and he 
defended it to-day before the Com- 
mittee on Inter-Oceanic Canals. Simi- 
vious, but he did not go into details. 
Such animus, he remarked, often proved 
a boomerang. 

Yalk of amending the bill gathered 
further credence late this after- 
| noon, when Senator Newlands of Ne- 
vada, Chairman of the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, de- 
clared against repeal. Mr. Newlands 
had been in the doubtful column so far, 
with the general supposition that on ac- 
count of his interest in obtaining the 
President's full co-operation in the trust 
} bills to be handled by his committee he 
would support the President for repeal. 
| His announcement occasioned the com- 
j ment that the trust programme seemed 
in @ worse muddle than ever. 

Senator Newlands's Stand. 


Senator Newlands gave out this state- 
ment: 

[ have not changed my views upon 
the Panama tolls question. I do not 
believe that the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty involved the abandonment of 
our traditional policy regarding our 
waterways, which has made all ex- 
penditures for their development a 
charge upon the national treasury and 
not upon our national tonnage. I be- 
lieve in an untrammeled and untaxed 
domestic transportation on our water- 
ways, The Panama Canal is a do- 
mestic waterway charged with an in- 
ternational service, obligating us to 
treat all nations alike and not to put 
additional burdens upon the vessels 
of other nations to the extent that 
we exempt our own. We have dis- 
charged this obligation by fixing tolls 
which will tax vessels of other na- 
tions, whose tonnage amounts to nine- 
tenths of all tonnage, foreign and 
domestic, passing through the canal, 
only one-third of the upkeep and in- 
terest charge. E 

We are the benefactors of the 
world’s commerce, and it would be un- 
conscionable upon the part of Eng- 
land, the chief beneficiary, to insist 
that we should abandon a settled do- 
mestic policy in order to meet a 
strained construction of the treaty. 

If there is any doubt about the 
treaty, it should be settled by diplo- 
matic negotiations; and England, 
upon receiving assurances that, in 
paying tolls, foreign vessels will not 
be called upon in excess of their 
proportion of the upkeep and interest 
charge, would doubtless disclaim any 
intention of interfering with our do- 
mestic policy. 

Prof. Johnson’s Figures. 


Senator Newlands had in mind the 
computation made by Prof. Joseph Em- 
ory Johnson, who was employed by the 
Panama Canal Commission to make a 
study of the probable commerce pass- 
ing through the Canal in order to fix 
the rates of tolls. Prof. Johnson found 
that the ultimate revenue required to

{porting would be about $19,250,000. _ 
placed the operating expenses at $3,500,- 


000, with $500,000 more for sanitation, 
and allowed interest on the original in- 
vesiment of $375,600,000 at the rate of

To this he provided the addition of an 
income of 1 per cent. a year to amortize 
the investment, making the grand total 
$19,250,000, With +he estimate of 10,- 
| 500,000 tons of net register of shipping

|years it is expected the total earnings 
|will be about $11,500,000. It is obvious 
from Prof. Johnson's figures that the 
United States would be giving the for- 
letgn ships that pass through the canal

not rest precisely on Prof. Johnson's 
estimate.

DRIVES OUT CHIEFS) LANGHORNE BEAUTY 


‘Four Members Quit Executive 
Committee After Bitter Quar- 
rel in Rutgers Square. 


The revolt of the unemployed took 
new turn last night under careful 
supervision in Rutgers Square. 
Iieut. Hanley of the Madison Street 
Station had fifty patrolmen in the 
crowd. There were no hot words 
against the police, as there had been 
at previous meetings. Instead, all of 
the heated talk was directed at the} 
meeting’s own officers. 

Several times fists were drawn up in 
threatening attitudes as members of the 
I. W. W. called their own leaders “bums 
and loafers,’’ and at these times heavy 
police hands were brought down and 
the would-be fighters were separated. 

Freedom of speech was not interfered 
with, and the result was the largest 
free-for-all quarrel and continuous 
wrangle that the army of the unem-

ployed has yet known. At one time} 
seven speakers harangued the crowd at| 
once, all standing in a row, and ail 
seeking to gain a hearing for grievances} 
against the ‘‘ bosses "’ of the unemployed 
army. 
The meeting lasted long past the usual 
hour for adjourning the I. W. W. rallies. 
It only closed, in fact, when throats be- 
came so hoarse from the full enjoy- 
ment of the rights of free speech that 
further talking was impossible. The up- 
shot was that four of the ten members 
of the Executive Committee who had 
been handling funds collected in the} 
name of the unemployed resigned. 

The four started a rival organization 
of their own and sent rival collectors 
out into the crowd to collect money. 
They announced that they would have 
no more to do with the headquarters at 
818 Grand Street, where the unemployed 
had been making their headquarters for 
the jast month They also announced | 
they would liave nothing to do with the | 
“gang of bums’”’ who spent the money | 
collected for the unemployed “ for fine | 
cigars, and swell meals at O’Brien’s | 
cafe in West Eleventh Street.”’ 

The trouble started as a revolt of those 
who slept on the hard floor of the head- 
quarters at 813 Grand Street against 
those whu slept on beds. Before it had 
progressed very far the trouble had 
involved ‘‘ Sweet Marie” Ganz, the un- 
deniably pretty young woman who has 
had the biggest success taking up collec- 
tions for the I. W. W. cause. 

Miss Ganz was passing a hat she had 
lifted from the head of a tall, blonde 
young man, who said he was David 
Sullivan and was not unemployed, ex- 
cept that he had lost his job for taking 
up the cause of the I. W. W. 

While the young woman gathered the 
pennies Arthur Caron, a veteran of 
Union square’s riots, arose to exhibit 
his blackened eye to the crowd and to 
explain how his hat, which was 
smashed through in three places, had 
saved his head from being broken by 
the police clubs. 

A voice from the mass below the 
stone bench broke up Caron’s speech. 

“He gets fat cigars and we get 
the board floor,’’ shouted the _ voice. 
‘We demand a hearing against the 
bums of the Executive Committee.” 

The crowd was for giving the inter- 
rupter a hearing. Caron announced he 
would move over to the other side of | 
the square, and wanted all loyal believ- 
ers in the I. W. W. propaganda to fol- 
low him. 

“The chronic unemployed who don’t 
know enough to work for their beds 
can stay here,’’ he shouted. 

The effort of Caron to re-establish 
himself elsewhere failed. The faction | 
against him broke up this meeting as it | 
had done the first. A man was lifted 
on the shoulders of the others, and so 
gained a place beside Caron. 

“T wants all youse to know,” he said, 
“that the money Sweet Marie gnabs off 
youse don’t go to the unemployed. We 
get a ‘reviver’ of tea and a hunk of 
bread in the morning and we can't 
sleep on hard boards. We can pan- 
handle and beat that. Marie's money 
goes to the executive committee bums. 
We don't get it.”’ 
“Dat’s right, Red! at's the stuff,”’ 


came up from the supporters of the in- 
terloping leader. 

“ Red’s me name,” cried the new 
leader. “I was Sam Katz till I got 
in this revolution. But now youse can 
call me Red.” 

The orator’s hair was of a fiery hue. 
He held his people together for half an 
hour while he harrangued against the 
Executive Committee and O'Carroll, 
Caron, and Turner, all leaders. 

The hat in the handseof ‘‘ Sweet Ma- 
rie’? was not taken out of commission 
while the speech went on, and the coins 
continued to rattle into it. So Sam 
Smith, one of the revolting Executive 
Committee members, and Frank Hamil- 
ton, who declared with him that both 
would ‘‘ panhandle for bed and bread 
money ” and would never again go near 
the Grand Street headquarters, started 
a rival collection. Their hat had none 
of the charm of that being passed by 
Miss Ganz. and very few coins were 
dropped Into it. 

Miss Ganz ended her collecting tour 
upon the platform beside Caron and 
Turner, who formed a bodyguard to 
keep others away from the money. 

“T want to tell you all,” she satd, 
“that the way to get beds !s to work 
for them where you can. That's up 
to you. We use this money for the boys 
with broken heads, the boys the police 
beat up who are in bed suffering. We 
use it for printing and for propaganda. 
| We can't try to hand out bed tickets 
and bread tickets on what we get.” 

Miss Ganz was cheered and hissed 
lustily. 

“You bought your dinner, Sweet Ma- 
rie, at Beefsteak John’s, while we had 
a tea reviver,’’ some one called out, and 
at that the organizers of the original 
meeting withdrew, leaving the antis in 
full possession to talk until exhausted. 

Both factions announced that they 
would be out in force for the unem- 
ployed rally in Union Square to-morrow, 
when, they said, they would meet with- 
out any police permit, and would not 
ask or give any favors to the police if 
trouble should be precipitated.

SULPHUR FOR CONSUMPTION 


inhaling Fumes Efficacious in Early 
Stages, Says Dr. Gudeman. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CINCINNATI, April 9—Dr. Edward 
Gudeman, a Chicago chemist, to-day, 
before the American Chemical Society, 
meeting here in annual session, made 
a preliminary announcement of what 
he declares to an effective treat- 
ment of tuberculosis in its earlier 
stages. He described the remedy as 
the inhaling of sulphurous acid gas— 
the fumes of burning sulphur. A dime’s 
worth of sulphur, he said, was all that 
for a treatment. 

Dr. Gudeman intimated that later he 
would make an announcement of actual 
cures. He said: 

“I predict that tubercutosis, if not 
advanced beyond the first three stages, 
may be cured by direct chemical treat- 
ment within a reasonable time. The 
substance to be used is sulphurous acid 
gus, the treatment to be by inhalation, 
There are several cases in my knowl- 
edge in which it has been a cure. It 
is the only gas that has the property 
of penetrating intercelular tissues. It 
ts a well-known fact that there is very 
little tuberculosis in the vicinity of sul- 
phuric acid factories. At first the 
treatment is very disagreeable.”’ 

Dr. Gudeman added that meanwhile 
the patient should keep up fresh-air 
and pure-food treatment. 

Dr. Edward C. Baskerville, Professor 
of Chemistry at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, gave corroborative testimony. 
He told of two men who were supposed 
to be in the last stages of tuberculosis 
and who were placed, years ago, in a 
factory in the South where sulphurous 
fumes were constantly in evidence. The 
two men remained there until they 
showed signs of improvement. They 
are alive and well to-day.

eral garrison has surrendered. 

A dispatch from Rear Admiral 
Mayo, however, dated at Tampico at 
3 P. M., said that the city was being 
well defended by the Federal gun- 
boats Vera Cruz and Zaragoza. These 
were bearing the brunt of the battle 
and were driving back the rebels, who 
were attacking the eastern portion of 
the town, having in their possession 
; the territory around Arbol Grande 
‘and Donna Cecilia. Gen. Maass has 
| received an urgent call for ammuni- 
tion, and the gunboat Bravo will be 
| dispatched to-night. 

Gen. Maass also denies the Tuxpam 
report, saying that the gunboat Bravo 
| will sail to-night to assist in the 
| heroic defense which is being made by 
| the Vera Cruz and the Zaragoza. 
| The Aguila Oil Company here has 

been informed that its large store- 
howses near Tampico have been com- 
pletely destroyed with other property, 
entailing a loss of 500,000 pesos. 

The American Consulate has been 
flooded with wireless messages since 
noon to-day confirming the reports 
that’ early yesterday morning the 
rebels, who had possession of 
large Waters-Pierce refinery at Arbol 
Grande, started a hot fire at all the 
surrounding points where the Feder- 
als were located, also doing some 
sharpshooting at the Mexican gun- 
boats, Vera Cruz and Zaragoza. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning the 
gunboats began a very serious bom- 
bardment of refinery property, doing 
vast damage to the tanks, more than 
150 of which were split open by shells. 
The oil started flowing into the river, 
the fire in the refinery became gen- 
eral, and at the last reports fears 
were entertained for the entire plant. 

The company has made a strong 
protest to the State Department. 


VILLA VICTOR AFTER A DEFEAT 


Sends Fresh Troops to San Pedro 
Just in Time to Save Ortega. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EL PASO, April 9.—On a desert be- 
tween San Pedro de las Colonias and 
Sacramento the Federals and rebels 
have been fighting for the control. of 
the eastern part of the State Coahuila 
and of the International Railroad. 

Gen. Villa telegraphed to Gen. Car- 
ranza to-day saying that his forces, in 
command of Ortega, Hernandez, and 
Benavides, had attacked and defeated 
the Federals under Gens. Maas, de 
Moure, and Campa near San Pedro, in- 
flicting heavy losses and scattering the 
army. 

The Federal column under Velasco 
which evacuated Torreon have effected 
a junction with the reinforcements 
under Hidalgo, which were marching 
from the East, and a terrific engage- 
ment is believed to be in progress at 
San Pedro at the present time. : Bena- 
vides’s brigade arrived in time to save 
the original column of Ortega and Her- 
nandez from being routed, and the two 
decisive fights that occurred on Tues- 
day night and Wednesday caused the 
Federals to withdraw into San Pedro 
and seek shelter behind the houses in 
the little town where Francisco Madero 
is buried. 

The truth of the Cunard-Cummins in- 
cident came out to-night when corre: 
spondents arrived from Torreon. Cunard- 
Cummins, the British Vice Consul at 
Gomez Palacio and Torreon, was forced 
by Villa to go into the latter town dur- 
ing the fighting to aqemand Velasco’s 
surrender.

Hearings on the repeal bill began this 
before the Senate Committee 
on Inter-Oceanic Canals with testimony 
from Senator Norris, a radical Repub- 
lican from Nebraska, and Senator 
Thomas, Democrat, from Colorado. Mr. 
Norris defended his proposed amend- 
ment which, while repealing the exemp- 
tion clause would reserve the right ‘to 
make similar conventions in the future. 
Mr. Thomas contended that it would 
throw the canal open to the commerce 
of the world without tolls. 

Mr. Norris said that he had grave 
doubts whether the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty gave the United States the right 
to discriminate in favor of American 
coastwise ships. But he indorsed the 
President's repeal policy, largely on the 
ground that the tolls exemption was 
nothing more than ship. subsidy and 
subsidies he regarded as bad economic 
policy. 

“T don't want to put myself in the at- 
titude of repealing this exemption 
clause,” added Mr. Norris, “and ap- 


| parently surrendering our right to con- 


trol the canal.’’ ‘ 

Mr. Norris suggested that his amend- 
ment would reserve all of the supposed 
American rights until the disputed 
points of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
could be adjudicated ‘by an_ interna- 
tional tribunal. He suggested that the 
High Court might consist of three mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court of the 
United States and tHree of the highest 
British judges. 

Mr. Thomas after addressing the com- 
mittee, spoke along the same _ lines 
in the Senate. The most important 
phases of the controversy, he said, wére 
those affecting the purposes for which 
the canal itself was made. 

‘* A solution,” he said, ‘‘of all those 
matters, in my judgment, will be found 
in opening the canal free of charge to 
the commerce of the world. Men ex- 
perienced in maritime affairs assert 
that, instead of encouraging, the canal 
will result in the decadence of sea car- 
riage in sailing vessels and will trans- 
fer their business to craft impelled by 
machinery.” 

Mr. Thomas argued that steam ves- 
sels were more costly to construct than 
sailing craft, and that the discourage- 
ment of the construction of the sailing 
vessel would make it more difficult than 
ever for the United States to build up a 
merchant marine. The indirect advan- 
tages from the canal, said Mr, Thomas, 
would more than compensate the United 
States for its annual expenditure for 
interest. Mr. Thomas said that steam- 
ship routes for the Orient, except those 
to Australia and New Zealand, would 
find the Suez’'Canal a better highway 
than the Panama Canal.

Respect for Opinions of Mankind) 


Demands Repeal Exemption. 


WASHINGTON, April 9,—Senator 


Lodge of Massachusetts, in his speech to- |

“ Whether we shal) insist upon giving 
to our ships $2,000,000 or 88,000,000 in 
a disputed way is, in my conception, 
a very small question compared to the 
larger issues which are here involved,"’ 
said the Senator. ‘‘ When the year L:w9 
opened the United States occupied a 
higher and stronger position among the 
nations of the earth than at any pe- 
riod in our history. Never before had, 
Wwe possessed such “An influence in in-| 
ternational affairs, and that. influence! 
had “been used beneficently afd for the 
world’s peace in two conspicuous in- 
stances—at Portsmouth and at Alge-| 
ciras. Never before had our relations! 
with the various States of Central and 
South America been so good. It seemed 
as if the shadow of suspicion which, 
owing to our dominant and at times! 
domineering power, had darkened and 
chilled our relations with the people 
of Latin America had at last been lift- 
ed, This great position and this com-} 
ene influence have been largely 
ost. 

“T am not itn 
President of the United States, but [ 
believe that during the past year the 
resent position of the United States 
in its foreign relations has become very, 
apparent to him, as it has to other re-|} 
sponsible and reflecting men, and with 
appreciation of our present posi-| 
has come the earnest wish to re- 
trace some of our steps, at least, and 
to regain, so far as possible, the high 
plane which we formerly occupied. it 
would be an obvious impropriety to 
point out the specific conditions of our 
present relations with the various na- 
tions, hoth in the Old World and the 
new; it is enough to note the fact that 
we are regarded by other nations with 
distrust and In some cases with dislike. 
Rightly or wrongly, they have come to 
believe that we are not to be trusted; 
that we make our international rela- 
tions the sport of politics and treat 
them as if they were in no wise differ- 
ent from questions of domestic legisla- 
tion. This has not been in accord witn 
our history or our position. Only once 
have we abrogated a treaty; and then 
actual, if not declared, war existed. 
We have scrupulously observed our ine 
ternational agreements, and where dif- 
ferences have arisen we have settled 
them not with the high hand of power 
but by negotiation and arbitration. 

“T suppose that at this moment in the 
midst of the adroitly stimulated pas- 
sions raised against the President's 
recommendation that we should repeal 
the toll exemption it will be thought 
very poor spirited and even truckling— 
{ believe that is the accepted word— 
to suggest that in deciding this question 
we should take into consideration the 
opinions of other. nations. Neverthe- 
less, I consider this a very important 
element in any decision which I may 
reach, and I am encouraged to believe 
that I am right in so thinking, be- 
cause I have the warrant and authority 
of the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. When Jefferson framed 
that great instrument he declared that 
the [{mpelling reason for making the 
Declaration was ‘a decent respect to 
the opinions of mankind.’ 


Delay of Arbitration Treaties. 


“The long delay in the ratification by 


the Senate of the treaties renewing the 
arbitration treaties of 1908 produced a 
widespread feeling among other nations 
that our championship of the principle 
of arbitration: and: our loud boasts of 
our devotion to the cause of peace were 
the “merest hypocrisy, because we 
seemed ready to abandon the cause of 
arbitration when it looked as if our 
treaties might bring us to the arbitra- 
tion of questions which we did not de- 
sire to have decided by an impartial 
tribunal, The President renewed the 
arbitration treaties, and finally, after a 
delay which, as I have said, aroused 
anpleasant suspicions, those which have 
been sent to the Senate have been rati- 
fied. This was the President's first 
step, as I looked at it, in his effort to 
restore the influence and reputation of 
the United States, which he had found 
to be impaired. The second step. is 
his recommendation of the repeal to the 
toll-exemption. clause of the Canal act. 

“The outcry about exhibiting sub- 
servency to Great Britain or any other 
country because we see fit to repeal the 
tolls seems to me hardly worthy of 
serious consideration. The United 
States Is altogether too great and too 
powerful to be subservient to any one, 
and the mere fact of suggesting it 
seems to me to indicate an uneasy sus- 
picion on the part of those from whom 
it emanates, not only of the validity of 
‘heir position, but of the power and 
greatness of their own. country, as to 
vhich I, for one, am troubled by no 
doubls. . wisp

In the one case we overthrow a party 
leader and political chief within the 
arena where the American people alone 
sit in judgment; in the other we break 
down and discredit the representative 
of the whole country in the great forum 
of the nations of the earth and paralyze 
his future power and usefulness in that 
field where he and he alone can declare 
and represent the policies, the honor and 
the dignity of the United States. Con- 
ditions may arise where this last resort 
must be accepted, but it cam only be 
justified by grim necessity.

Lawyers Make Final Appeal, 


In a twenty-two-page typewritten let- 
ter, C. G. F. Wahle and H. Lionel Krin- 
gel, attorneys for the convicted gunmen, 
made a final appeal last night to Gov. 
Glynn to reconsider his determination to 
allow no reprieve. The letter makes a 
personal appeal to the Governor, urging 
him to allow the four men to live until 
after the second Becker trial. 

‘*“We are not unmindful,”’ the letter 
begins, ‘‘ of the personal responsibility 
imposed upon you py the application 
which was made, and by this appeal for 


a review of your own determination. 
We say ‘personal’ because we recog- 
nize that whatever your official action 
may be, in its last analysis your action 
is that of the man who is Governor, and | 
it is the man’s conscience which must | 
be clear on the morning of April 13, | 
1914. We would not willingly add to} 
the burden of the discharge of the du- |

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PASSOVER FEAST 
STARTS TO-NIGHT 


Celebration of the Festival of 
Pesach Will Be Continued 


for Eight Days. 
SPECIAL SEDER SERVICE 


To be Given for Jewlsh Soldiers and 
Sallors — Observance at 
Ellls Island. 


The celebration of the Jewish feast of 
Pesach, or the Passover, will begin this 
evening, and will be continued by ob- 
eervant Jews for eight days. This feast 
was instituted to commemorate the de- 
liverance of the Israelites from the 
bondage in which they had been held 
for many years in Egypt and their de- 
parture for the promised land under the 
leadership of Moses. It is the first fes- 
tival of the Jewish ecclesiastical year, 
commencing on the fourteenth day of 
the first month, Nisan, During the ex- 
istence of the Temple at Jerusalem the 
people went up to the Holy City from 
all parts of the surrounding country to 
celebrate the Passover and make their 
offerings in the Temple. 

During the continuance of the festival 
the use of all kinds of bread and other 
leavened food is forbidden. In place of 
bread, Matzoth, unleavened cake, is 
used. Matzoth is prepared by Jewish 
bakers according to an old ritual under 
the careful watchfulness of orthodox 


rabbis, who see to,it that the laws con- 
cerning the baking are strictly ob- 
served, 

Fience the Passover is also known as 
the Feast of Unleavened Bread. The 
use of Matzoth wag ordained to indi- 
cate that on the night that the children 
ef Israel took their departure from the 
land of bondage, the Egyptians were so 
anxious to have them go that time was 
not given them to bake their bread in 
preparation for their journey and they 
were obliged to take the dough, which 
they had prepared, with them and bake 
it before it was leavened, Matzoth is 
made simply of flour and water with- 
out any yeast or other ingredient. 

The first two and the last two days of 
the festival are observed 
the Sabbath by orthvodox Jews, but the 
intermediate days are not considered 
of special import. On the first two 
evenings the Seder service is given in 
erthodox households. These are occa- 
sions for family gatherings about the 
household table during which the Haga- 
dah is recited by the head of the house. 
‘his contains a history of the deliver- 
ance of the Israelites from Egyptian 
bondage, and this reading is followed )): 
hymns of praise for this deliverance 
which are chanted by the entire family. 

A special Seder service will be given 
this evening at Ellis Island for the ben- 
efit of the Jewish immigrants detained 
there, and another service will be given 
at Tuxedo Hall, in East Fifty-ninth 
Street, for the Jewish soldiers and sail- 
ors on duty at the forts in New York 
Harbor and on the warships at the 
lirooklyn Navy Yard and lying in port 
at this time. 

To the latter service a number of the 
officers on the ships have been invited 
and have expressed their intention of 
being present. | 

A Seder service will also be given to- 
morrow evening at the Temple Israel 
of Harlem, Lexington Avenue and 12th 
Street, under the auspices of Manhattan 
Lodge, I. O. B. B., at which the Rev. 
Maurice H. Harris, the pastor of the 
Temple, will preside. 


LUMBER MEN COMPLAIN. 


Fear of Legislation Has Paralyzed 
Trade, Kirby Says. 


‘‘How is the lumber business in the 
South?’’ John H. Kirby of Houston, 
Texas, one of the biggest lumbermen in 
the Southwest, was asked, upon his ar- 
rival at the Waldorf yesterday. 

** Paralyzed,’’ was the reply. ‘‘ Fear 
of present legislation and doubt as to 
what is pending have simply prostrated 
the lumber industry. Changes are be- 
ing created, and business is getting into 
such a state that nobody knows what 
to do or what to expect. But just now 
what is hurting the lumber business 
more than anything else is the attitude 
of the Government toward the railroads. 

‘* If the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion would only give the Eastern rail- 
ways the little 5 per cent, increase in 
freight traffic rates that they are ask- 
ing for, the situation would improve on 
the jump. 

‘“*The increase is so small proportion- 
ately that it would mean nothing to the 
public. But it would show investors 
throughout the United States and in the 
rest of the world that it is not the pur- 
pose of this Government to confiscate 
railroad property, as so many have gath- 
ered of late, and it would put new heart 
into the owners and operators of rail- 
ways. 

“If provision was made to cover the 
financial necessities of railways, based 
on their earning powers, business would 
revive the next day—indeed, the next 
hour after a pronouncement of _ that 
character were made by the Commis- 
sion, business would improve through- 
out the country within an hour. 

“The lumber business is dead’ because 
the railroads, the greatest consumers of 
lumber of any line of business, are out 
of the reckoning at present. Usually 
they consume 35 per cent. of the product 
of the yellow pine mills, in ties, tim- 
bers and lumber. At the present time 
they are buying a negligible quantity— 
barely enough to cover absolute neces- 
sities. The mills, as a result are silent, 
and laborers idle. We are suffering 
from overproduction and stagnation. 

**Almost every public body is afraid 
to do justice to a corporation in these 
days. The present Commission, I be- 
live, is above any such consideration, 
and is trying to act for the best inter- 
ests of the country. If the President 
had influence with it, I believe he 
would urge the Commission to act 
promptly. Certainly while scattered 
individuals keep on attacking the roads 
before that body, all lines of business 
affected by railway demands are in the 
Slough of Despond. Nevertheless, with 
the granting of the increase desired, 
all would immediately rebound,” |

DOUBT ABOUT TAX ON 
ALTMAN FOUNDATION 


G. E. Weller, Controller’s Spe- 
cial Counsel, Undecided on 
Exemption Question. 


ESTATE PUT AT $30,000,000 


Executors, Holding Foundation Is a 
Philanthropy, Ready to Fight 
Any Tax Attempt. 


Benjamin Altman, who died on Oct. 7, 
left an estate of not more than $30,000,- 
000, according to the computations of | 
those in charge of his estate, it was 
learned yesterday. Those in a position 
to know stated that the executors, in 
computing that the inheritance tax on 
his estate would not exceed $598,000, 
counted on their ability to establish that 
his bequest to the Altman Foundation, a 
corporation formed by special act of the 
Legislature prior to Mr. Altman's death, 
would be exempt from taxation, 

This corporation was formed for the 
benefit of the employes of B. Altman & 
Co., and received most of the B, Altman 
& Co. stock under the will, which gave 
the trustees power to disburse certain 
sums in their discretion to various chari- 
ties in this city. The bequest to the 
Foundation has been estimated at from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. His art collec- 
tion, which became exempt from taxa- 
tion when the Metropolitan Museum ac- 
cepted it, has been valued at about $10,- 

In estimating the inheritance tax on 
Mr. Altman’s estate at $598,000, the ex- 
ecutors, making their payment within 
six months after his death, deducted 5 
per cent., or $29,000, bringing their check 
down to $569,000. 

Deputy State Controller Edward W. 
Buckley and Thomas E, Rush, the gen- 
eral attorney of the State Controller in 
tax transfer cases in this county, said 
yesterday that George E. Weller of 47 
Cedar Street had been appointed special 
counsel for the State Controller in the 
Altman estate matter. Both disclaimed 


knowledge of what the State Controller 
would do. John V. Coggey, the inheri- 
tance tax appraiser, before whom the 
Surrogates have ordered the hearings on | 
the taxation of the estate to be held, 
— that the matter had not reached 

im, 

Mr. Weller, the State Controller’s spe- 
cial counsel, was formerly right-hand 
man for J. Sergeant Cram, and has re- 
ceived many appointments as_ referee 
from Tammany Supreme Court Justices. 
He declined to commit himself yester- 
day on the complicated legal questions 
involved in the Altman estate appraisal, 
Mr. Weller said he had not yet made up 
his mind whether he would attempt to 
have the bequest to the Altman Foun- 
dation adjudged taxable. He said no| 
schedules of the estate had yet been | 
filed with him and that he would not} 
be prepared to make any public state- 
ment for weeks. 


Remuneration Based on Tax. 

It has been the custom of the State 
Controller's office to base the re-| 
muneration of special counsel! in inherit- 
ance tax matters upon the amount of 
tax returned, thus making it an object 


for the special counsel to increase the 
tax upon which they received a per- 
centage. Mr. Weller also said that he 
had not considered the collateral ques- 
tion whether bequests to B. Altman & 
Co. would be taxable in the event that 
the bequests to the Foundation itself 
should be decided to be exempt. He 
said he had not made any computations 
based on the preliminary amount of tax 
paid which would enable him to state 
therefrom what those in charge of the 
estate had estimated it to be worth. 

Inheritance tax experts who were in- 
terviewed said that it would probably 
be determined that the bequests Mr. 
Altman made to B, Altman & Co. were 
taxable, since their relation to the 
charitable uses of the Foundation might 
be called ‘‘remote."” To the company 
Mr. Altman left his real estate holdings, 
including the land on which his store 
at the northeast corner of Fifth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street was 
erected, together with the _ leaseholds, 
forming part of the site. These hold- 
ings, they said, would comprise the 
Greater part, perhaps eighty to ninety 
per cent, of the taxable total of his 
estate, 

Attachés of the inheritance tax office 
of the Surrogates’ Court, which passes 
on all appraisals before they come to 
the attention of the Surrogates them- 
selves and after they have been signed 
by the inheritance tax appraisers of 
the State Controller's office, declined to 
make a computation of the estimated 
value of the Altman estate based on the 
estimate of the executors that the in- 
heritance tax would be $598,000. They 
assigned as their reason the complexity 
of Mr. Altman's will. 

Leaving out the questions almost cer- 
tain to be disputed and possibly the’ 
subject of protracted litigation—those 
concerned with the exemption or taxa- 
bility of the bequest to the Altman 
Foundation—the Surrogates’ officials 
said that one provision alone in Mr. Alt- 
man’s will put the advance computation | 
of its value based on the preliminary | 
tax in the realms of speculation and 
higher mathematics. This provision is | 
the one by which he left blocks of stock 
in lots running from a few shares up 
to 2,000 to various employes, with the 
provision that on their death or if they 
leave the firm’s employ, thelr stock 
allotments shall be sold back to the 
coppereren for redistribution at a fixed 
price. 

If it were assumed that these blocks 
were to return to the corporation mere- 
ly by death, it would be necessary to 
know the ages of all employes affected, 
and then compute a number of mortality 
tables showing their expectation of life. 
Just how the inheritance tax appraiser 
will be able to take into account the 
aded factor that the employes may leave 
the firm was something that the Surro- 
gates’ officials could not explain yes- 
terday. 


Would Fight to Highest Courts. 


It @as positively indicated that the 
Altman estate would fight to the high- 
est courts any attempt to tax the be- 
quest to the Altman Foundation, bas- 
ing its contention on the broadest 


grounds of public policy. It was pointed 
out that any taxation upon this bequest 
would amount to a deduction first from 
the benefits intended by Mr. Altman for 
the employes of his store, and from 
the amounts which could be paid out 
of a possible surplus to worthy chari- 
ties of the city. 

Should the State of New York estab- 
lish its right to take five or ten per 
cent. from the amount of any founda- 
tion established by a public-spirited 
employer to make his running business 
serve not only the interests of his em- 
ployes but the philanthropic needs of 
the community, it was asserted, the 
result would be the discouragement of 
other employers from carrying out sim- 
ilar intentions.

BILLBOARDS. 

The unsightly billboards and frantic 
electric signs displayed in this city 
have encroached too far on the land- 
scape. They are not oniy a nuisance 
to the eye, but they increase the 
dangers of fire, and ill-secured and 
monstrous roof-signs may be blown 
off in high gales, menacing the 
lives of passers-by. The ordinance 
proposed by Alderman CuRRAN would 
place some wholesome restrictions on 
| those who thus trespass on the public 
rights. Needless to say, the trespass- 
ers are opposed to any sane regula- 
tion, and their pockets are pitted 
against Mr.. CURRAN’S appeals for 
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public safety. In consenting to re- 
draft the bill he should not com- 
promise on its essential features. 
The ordinance should require that 
a register be made of existing bill- 
boards and roof-signs and filed in 
the Bureau of Buildings in their 
respective boroughs. As originally 
drawn it limits the height of future 
billboards to ten feet, requiring that 
within the fire limits they be made 
incombustible, Future solid roof- 
signs must be no more than 10 feet 
high and 40 feet long, and they must 
leave one-fourth of the linear dimen- 
sions of the roof free and clear for 
fighting fires. Signs fastened across 
doors and windows are prohibited. 
No roof-signs or billboards shall be 
constructed within 350 feet of parks, 
public buildings, churches, or schools. 
What is there unreasonable in these 
regulations? If they err at all, we 
should say that it is on the side of 
the interests that are fighting any 
restriction at all.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


As we are to have 
a revision of the 
State Constitution 
next year, with the 
probability or pos- 
sibility that several hasty or unneces- 
sary changes in that interesting docu- 
ment will be made, the few amendments 
concerning the propriety and destrabil- 
ity of which there is no question should 
not be neglected. Among these, not the 
least importadst is that which proposes 
to drop from our organic law the pro- 
vision that the State Forest Reserves 
should forever remain in a ‘“‘ wild *’ con- 
dition. 

There never was any good excuse for 
putting this provision in the Constitu- 
tion except the fear, once well ground- 
ed, that if it were not d@ne, if the mat- 
ter were left to the uncovenanted mer- 
cles of the Legislature, the lumbermen 
would somehow get into the State woods 
and utterly destroy them, as was the 
fashion of all lumbermen not long ago 
and is the fashion of too many of them 
still. Joined to this apprehension, then 
reasonable, was the sentimental horror 
of certain pathetically ignorant people 
who have deduced from the poet’s ap- 
peal, ‘‘O woodman, spare that tree! ”’ 
the crazy notion that trees should never 
be cut down, and that the most beauti- 
ful forest is one left to the care of ‘‘nat- 
ure,’”’ 

Of course everybody with even a little 
knowledge of real, scientific forestry 
knows that, not less from the aesthetic 
than the economic point of view, a 
‘‘wild’’ forest is only better than no 
forest at all, and that ‘“‘ nature is a 
most negligent and wasteful guardian 
of forest beauties and values, True for- 
estry teaches protection of the woods, 
indeed, but when trees are fully grown 
it cuts them down, carefully setting out 
others, however, also td be cut In due 
season. 

This the lumbermen are learning and 
a large part of the general public has 
already learned. There its little or no 
reason now to fear that abandonment 
of the ‘‘ wild "’ policy would lead to a 
woodchopping orgy. The Legislature 
would not dare to permit it, and there 
is no longer any sense in keeping the 
forests of the great State of New York 
in condition that excites the derisive 
mirth of foreign experts and fills the 
native ones with humiliation. 

Our new Police Com- 
missioner’s first execu- 
tive act has been to open 
a direct line of com- 
munication between him- 
self and the patrolmen. This has been 
described, and correctly enough from 
one point of view, as a cutting of red 
tape and therefore to be commended. 
It is, however, the abandonment of a 
plan which human experience has found 
to be usually necessary for the mainte- 
nance of discipline {n all activities, mil- 
itary and civil, that invoive the dividing 
of a certain group of men into ranks or 
grades, 

That the old plan does not always 
work well-—that it makes possible very 
serious abuses of power, with resulting 
oppression and corruption—cannot be 
denied. To condemn it, however, is to 
condemn as incompetent or dishonest the 
intermediate officials of whatever kind 
that stand between the lowest grade 
and the highest. This, tn effect, {s to 
condemn the supreme authority for not 
doing his own duty, which ts to select 
for his representatives and agents in the 
exercise of control men who will not 
abuse thelr opportunities or be either 
tyrants or ‘‘ crooks,’’ 

We ought, for instance, to have Police 
Sergeants, Lieutenants, Captains, and 
Inspectors who can be trusted to take 
proper action on the grievances and sug- 
gestions of those under them, and to 
send such as they cannot dispose of 
themselves from grade to grade upward 
to the Commissioner. The alternative 
is distinctly revolutionary, and has al- 
ways been found subversive of disci- 
pline in the end, for the intermediate 
officers are discredited and made help- 
less 

This is not to say that Commissioner 
Woops has made a mistake in making 
himself directly accessible to the patrol- 
men. A situation can be imagined in 
which there would be nothing else to 
do, and perhaps it is the only present 
remedy for the police system ’’ about 
which we have heard so much, but in 
terms so vague. One cannot help won- 
dering, however, what would happen to 
the policeman who ventured to utilize 
the new privilege. He its likely to need 
at once a whole lot of protection from 
the disfavor of his immediate superiors 
—superiors, by the way, who are per- 
manent, while Commissioners come and 
go with caution-inspiring rapidity. 

“Red tape,’’ too, has a reputation 
worse than it deserves. The checks and 
limitations which the term signifies are 
sometimes excessive, but they usually 
have a reason, and he who drops them 
should first be sure that the reason is 
obsolete.

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GOY. GLYNN SIGNS 
NEW ELECTION LAWS 


They Perfect Massachusetts 
Ballot Act and Provide for 
Women Watchers at Polls. 


STATE PENSIONS TO WAIT 


Will Let Constitutional Convention 
Decide, Executive Says, Explaining 
Vetoes—Other Disapprovals. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—Three bills amend- 
ing the election law received executive 
approval to-day. One was the Duhamet 
dill providing that additional sample 
ballots and instructions for the guid- 
ance of voters ve placed in each polling 
place on registration day$ in 1914, so as 
to give the voters a full opportunity to 
understand the machinery of the new 
Massachusetts ballot law, enacted last 
December. Another was the Foley bill 
to permit women watchers at the polls 
when the suffrage amendment is voted 
upon. The third was Senator Blauvelt’s 
bill to perfect the provisions for voting 
under the new Massachusetts ballot 
law. 

This bill provides for a square rather 
than long | and makes new pro- 
visions for the canvass of the vote, so 
that the people may get the returns 
early on election night. It reduces the 
number of voters in an election district 
to 350 in New York City and to 300 else- 
where throughout the State, so that 
each voter may have ample time in 
which to mark his ballot under the new 
conditions. 

The Blauvelt bill, regarded as a com- 
promise, was prepared at a conference 
held by Senators Wagner, Murtaugh, 
and Blauvelt, Democrats; Brown, Re- 
publican, and John G. Saxe, counsel to 
the Governor. The Citizens’ Union filed 
with the Governor a protest to this bill 
declaring its provisions vicious.

Vetoes State Pensions. 

Several bills were vetoed. Gov. Glynn 
Senator Ormrod’s bill to provide 
for the registration of motor cycles “ so 
inartistically framed that its approval 
is tmpossible."* Two bills to provide a 
system of pensions for State Hospital 
employes and for the employes of chari- 
table institutions were vetoed 

“The subject of pensioning State em- 
ployes is one which has attracted a 
zreat deal of public attention during the 
ast few years and is obviously one 
which has much merit,"" says the Gov- 
ernor. ‘* We are, however. on the eve 
of a Constitutional convention, and I 
think this is one of the great questions 
on which the initiative should be taken 


Murtaugh bill for State aid for 
bridges and the Whitney bill for the ac- 
quisition by the State of toll bridges 
were vetoed. The Murtaugh bill, the 
Governor says, would require the ex- 
penditure of $500,000 this year and would 
commit the State to a policy which 
would cost perhaps several million dol- 
lars annually thereafter, something the 
State’s finances do not warrant. The 
Whitney bill was vetoed because he 
deemed its provisions inequitable. 

Senator Duhamel’s bill to use the rifle 
range at Creedmoor as a site for an 
aviation park was vetoed, as was the 
Cheney bill to permit schools of forestry 
to use lands acquired under foreclosure 
by the State. These lands cost the 
State $350,000, and the Governor believes 
it would be bad policy to destroy what 
little income they now produce. 

At the conclusion of a hearing to-day 
on the Phillips-Blauvelt bills designed 
to permit a plea of ‘' guilty, but insane,” 
in criminal cases, Gov. Glynn indicated 
that he would not approve the meas- 
ures. They were recommended by the 
State Bar Association as an outgrowth 
of the Thaw case and were advocated 
to-day by John H. Leavitt, representing 
the association. Opposition was voiced 
by District. Attorney Cropsey of Kings 
County and J. BE. Delehanty of District 
Attorney Whitman’s office, who asserted 
that the approval of the measures prac- 
tically would mean the abolition of cap- 
ital punishment in this State. 

Hiearing on Parole Extension. 

Punishment under the penal law would 
be impaired if the Fairbank Parole bill 
should become a law, several District 
Attorneys told Gov. Glynn to-day at a 
hearing on the measure. The bill pro- 
vides that first offenders convicted of 
any of the minor felonies shall be 
éligible for parole after having served 
one year and second termers at the 
end of the second year of their terms 
without regard to thelr length. The 
more serious crimes are excepted,- in- 
cluding murder, arson, kidnapping, and 
burglary tin certain degrees. If the 
bill were approved, ex-Senator Stilwell 
would be eligible for parole next July. 

District Attorney Dudley of Buffalo, 
representing the State Distrigt Attor- 
neys’ Association; District “Attorney 
Cropsey of Kings County, and J. E. 
Delehanty, an assistant of District At- 
torney Whitman, were the principal op- 
ponents of the measure. Its sponsors 
included Superintendent Riley of the 
State Prison Department, Henry J. Mec- 
Cann, a member of the Parole Board, 
and J. D. Sears, representing the Prison 
Reform Commission. They urged the 
Governor to sign the measure in the 
interests of humanity, and characterized 
as “absurd” the assertions made by 
the District Attorneys that the Parole 
Board would pass favorably upon every 
application it received. 


WOMEN WIN IN ALASKA. - 
Cendidates Supported by Them Are 


Elected in Several Towns. 


SEATTLE, April 9.—Women helped 
decide elections in Alaska this week, ac- 
cording to dispatches received to-day. 
It was the first election since the Terri- 
torial Legislature passed the Enfran- 
chisement act a year ago. They elected 
the entire non-partisan ticket in Skag- 
way against the taxpayers’ faction 
which had been in power six years. 

In a bitter municipal fight in Juneau 
women were active, and the Citizens’ 
Party was able to elect only two Alder- 
men against the People’s Party, headed 
by ex-Mayor Valentine. In Ketchikan 
the reform ticket won by electing five 
of seven Councilmen. : ;

The coming of a holiday served yes- 
terday to emphasize the prevailing sen- 
timent among traders, and this fact 
went far toward explaining the further 
decline in prices. The most conspic- 
uous feature of the dealings was the 
considerably increased activity and the 
net decline of nearly a point in United 
States Stecl.

The union had sent letters to the cus- | 
tomers of the Gill Engraving Company, | 
notifying them that the members of | 


the union had been forbidden to do any | 
work for the company, and had put 
fifteen other printing and publishing | 
firms under the ban as being “ unfair ”’ | 
to union labor. Among the latter were 
Doubleday, Page & Co. That firm’s at- 
torney, Frank Crocker of Crocker & 
Wickes, went to Washington on Mon- 
day and had a conference with C. Car- | 
roll Todd, assistant to the Attorney 
Ceneral, and author of the opinion. He 
called Mr. Todd’s attention to the in-' 
terpretation put upon the opinion by | 
the labor unions, regarding it as justi- 
fication for their acts in fighting the 
various firms for refusal to unionize | 
places of business.
